TheNew Jersey State Department of

What is state 
takeover and how does the education 
commissioner's recent announcement of 
installing an “auditor general” to govern 
the fiscal operations of Newark schools 
fit into a possible takeover plan?

987 when the state first notified the 
Newark school district about its Level II 
status. This status indicates a district 
rability to meet state be- 


dents, Since 
Newark received its Aari 1987, 
however, the state has taken control of 
twoother school districts, Jersey City and 
Paterson, 


The auditor general comes to town 


Recent action taken by Education 
Commissioner Mary Lee Fitzgerald, and 
fully backed by Gov. Jim Florio, installs 
Rebecca Andrade Doggett as “auditor 
general” as early as June 1 

In her new post, Doggett, an “on- 
loan” executive from Port Authority of 
New York/New Jersey, will provide fis- 
cal review and oversight of operations of 
the Newark public school system. 

Expenditures exceeding $20,000 
will be “ed flagged” by Doggett’ soffice 
and reviewed by the 


commissioner ’s right to appoint someone to 
that post.” The state has been remiss in 
keeping the post filled, Campbell said. 

Though adamantly opposed to state 
takeover, Campbell points out that this 
latest move by the state Department does 
not spell state takeover of Newark’s pub- 
lic schools. 

Edward Richardson, state Depart- 
ment spokesman, backs the super- 
intendent’s point, “This is not a state 
takeover.

Browne, first black woman call

“The purpose of our Revival is to 
join together in fellowship with our 
brothers and sisters throughout the en- 
tire church,” says Rev. Mercedes W. 
Browne, pastor of Cross of Life 
Lutheran Church in Plainfield. 

On May 27, 28 and 29, Cross of 
Life Lutheran Church will host the 
“Saints in Praise” Revival. The Re- 
vival will be heldat 8 p.m. each evening 
at the church, located at 1240 E. 7th 
Street. It will be the first time that the 
newly developing Congregation will 
host such an event. 

“We're praying that the Holy Spirit 
is going to come forth in this church 
like it’snever done before,” said Pastor 
Browne, “and that it will giveourpeople 
and those that come to visit [strength] 
to carry on the work of the Lord wher- 
ever they are. So that’s what we're 
praying for in this Revival.” 

Pastor Browne said that she hopes 
this Revival will hélp to dispel the 
myths that many people have of 
Lutheran Churches. She says that many 
people that she knows have not come 
into the church because they had a 
vision of it being a “white” church. 

“I, at 13, walked into a Lutheran 
church and then realized that, since I 
was notchurched, that [it] would be the 
kind of church that I would like to raise 
my children in, whenever I had them,” 
she explained. “To me, it was like any 
other church and I didn’t know the 
stigmas because the church that I 
walked into first wasachurchin Harlem 
with a black pastor with a congrega- 
tion that was all black and the only 
white person was an organist. So I 
think that I never knew it was a ‘white’ 
church and I guess that’s what we've 
been trying to do here.” 

She notes that her congregation 
consists almost entirely of people of 
color, all coming from various cultural 
backgrounds. She says that there is, 
however, one white person in her con- 
gregation. 

“think what we've done is maybe 
open the eyes of even the people that 
have been coming here on Sunday 
momnings to see that we're not differ- 
ent; that we are in this church because 
we want to build a relationship with 
God and to know who our Lord ‘and 
Savior is,” she says. “The Lord is the 
one that is in charge of this church.”

“Saints in Praise,” however, will 
not be taken as an opportunity to intro- 
duce the community to the Lutheran 
Church. It will be a a spiritual pre- 
Pentecost, that will “raise the roof off.” 

“If you've noticed from our fliers, 
we are not raising-up Lutheran pas- 
tors,” Browne notes. “We have an Ecu- 
menical pastorate coming in to do the 
preaching, our devotional leader is not 
Lutheran. So, no, I’m not trying to tell 
them that this is the way the Lutheran 
Church does it, but I’m saying in spite 
of us being Lutheran we can do this.” 

The Revival will feature The Rev. 
Roderick Belin of Allen A.M.E. Church 
of Jamaica, NY; The Rev. Katherine 
Corbett of The New Life Church in 
Hempstead, NY; and The Rev. Dr. 
Derrick Gomez of The Church of the 
Abiding Presence of the Bronx. All of 
the visiting preacher will be accompa- 
nied by their choirs and church musi- 
cians. Also featured will be the Ric- 
Charles Choral Ensemble. 

The devotional leadership of the 
Revival will be handled by Deborah 
Prescott, the First Lady of First Park 
Baptist Church in Plainfield. Kimberlee 
Harris of First Baptist Church of 
Cranford will be the organist for the 
weekend. 

“I am not preaching one night 
here,” Browne said. “I am open to bask 
in the spirit as my brothers and sisters 
come here to lift me up and lift all of us 
here at Cross of Life that maybe are 
thirsting on the word and thirsting to 
see what can happen in the name of 
Jesus Christ our Lord and Savior.” 

Cross of Life is a progressive con- 
gregation of committed people who 
have come together to form a family of 
faith which is committed to spreading 
the Gospel of Jesus Christand working 
to improve the quality of life in 
Plainfield and the surrounding com- 
munities. 

According to Pastor Brown, the 
original church has been in Plainfield 
for more than twenty years. 

“What they did is close the doors, 
and they decided to make this a mis- 
sion ground,” she explained. “Then 
they called me to this special ministry 
to open up the doors and to ring door 
bells to get people that needed to be 
churched, that were unchurched — not 
people that were in churches, but people 
that might not have had a church fam- 
ily or a church home — to open up 
these doors and extend it.” 


She continued, “Nobody in here 
a Lutheran as such, nobody in here is 
member yet. I am not a member of 
church I am a mission developer calle¢ 
to start this Lutheran mission. Wher 
we organize, and we pray to organize 
in November, we will then ask people, 
who have signed up to say they're 
interested in committing themselves, 
to form a church.’ 

Browne says that everyone who 
joins the mission will be helping to 
write history and will go down in the 
archives of the Lutheran church long 
after she’s gone. 

“We're making history on thiscor= 
ner. It’s the first time they have ever 
called a female, my age and my colori 
do this kind of mission work. I am the 
first to do this kind of work in 
Lutheran church,” she explained. 

The Rev. Mercedes W. Browne 
arrived in Plainfield in October of 1988, 
She received her “call” to build the 
mission at Cross of Life, which is com> 
sidered a “mission church,” by the New 
Jersey Senate of the Evangelical Church 
in America. Through them she was 
ordained to the special ministry of mis 
sion developer to develop the church, 

“We (the Lutheran Church) area 
religious education,” Browne x= 
plained. “That means that we just, can 
not bemade pastors. I could never have 
been ordained, even though I had fine 
ished seminary, if I had not had a call. 
We do not ordain our pastors to just be 
out there doing their own thing. We 
must be called by the people.” 

Browne said that, as a Lutheran, 
once one finishes all of their academie 
and theological training, their nameis 
placed on list putting them “in the 
process.” Then, depending upon where 
the bishop and the process commitiee 
decides they would best be suited, they 
may be “called” to do the work that the 
bishop feels they are capable of doing, 
Only once they have been called cana 
Lutheran pastor be ordained. 

“I could have been out there tilli 
was 99 if I didn’t get a call through the 
bishop's office and through the ma- 
tional church,” Browne said. “Then 
they put my name in for a call and a 
local church has to call me.” 

But, Brownesaid, she may be waits 
ing for another call once Cross of Life 
organizes in November. 

“When we finally organize in 


vember, God willing, this church will “ 


have the opportunity to call a pasior, 


and they don’t have to call me,” she 
said. “I was purely sent here to start 
and open this mission. They can call 
another Lutheran pastor if they don’t 
feel I meet their expectations or what it 
is they want in their spiritual leader. 
Or, for some reason the Senate may 
decide [that I’m not the person to pas- 
tor this church]. I knew that when I 
took the call. I was here to work for the 
Lord and not for the idea that this is my 
church. This is the people’s church.” 
Browne, who graduated from Un- 
ion Theological Seminary was ahealth 
orofessional before she received her 
call.” She was a clinic manager in a 
hospital, and did sickle cell training as 
a counselor.

What happens when an intrigu- 
ing youth from the country who spins 
a tale of patricide shows up in an 
oppressed 1950 Trinidadian village 
that is politically and spiritually iso- 
lated? 


That’s the question playwright 
Mustafa Maturaexplores in “Playboy 
of the West Indies” (based on J. M. 
Synge’s “Playboy of the Western 
World”) which opened May 9 at Lin- 
coln Center’s Mitzi E. Newhouse 
Theatre. 

Mr. Mustafa’s adaptation, withits 
lyrical rhythms and political under- 
tones, can best be likened to a well- 
made rum punch: it’s smooth going 
down, but packs a hell of a wallop. 

The play opens when Ken, a di- 
sheveled country youth (played by 
Victor Love) appears at a rum shop 
run by a rum-soaked curmudgeon 
andhis fiery daughter (Antonio Fargas 
and Lorraine Toussaint). 

The entire town is seduced by 
Ken’s boyish charm and engaging 
tale— told repeatedly during the play 
— but Ms. Toussaint’ s Peggy is skep- 
tical of the stranger, despite the im- 
mediately palpablechemistry between 
the two. Peggy’s attraction to Ken 
forces her to confront her already- 
existing doubt about her impending 
arranged marriage to a man she nei- 
ther loves nor respects. 

Stanley, the groom-to-be and a 
man who's “going places,” (ably 
played by Darryl Theirse) rushes to 
the shop when he rightfully suspects 
that his intended is falling under the 
Spell of the mysterious stranger. 

When he presents Ken with a 
new set of clothes and offers him 
passage to Venezuela, where a penni- 
less man can make good, Ken em- 
phatically rebuffs him. 

This leads Stanley to the local

signs on/Ken. Stanley and Mama 
Benin hatch a plot to drive Ken and 
Peggy from one another.
